sugar beets which were wipe 
out. AS I walked through the 
fields the other day, I saw 
bales of hay lying almost 
covered by new grass. 

In southern Ireland 
wheat, barley and corn 
eats - is grown, Leamore Park 
consists of 220 acres, 80 of 
which are bog and being 
claimed slowly from the Iris! 
Sea, The Valentines also lease 
90 acres of land around Nevw- 
castle. They have 80 acre: 


{spring wheat, ten acres 


barley, and eight acres 
corn, 

All the corn will be keé 
on the farm for feeding, and 
most of the barley will be 
sent to Guinness’ Brewery 
Dublin for making stout 
beer. The wheat will go ¢t 
flour mills. Grains have beer 
flattened by heavy rainfalls. 
This situation along with the 
wet land makes it very diffi- 
cult for the Valentines to get 
their large combine onto 
fields. Mills are rejecting 
much of the wheat because the 
grains have started to spr 
and the moisture content 
too high. To keep the moist 
content down to 21 per cent 
the required amount, the 
Valentines have just insta 
a grain dryer. More fortunat« 
than many, they will be at 
to sell their wheat at 
reasonable price. 

Irish farmers seem t 
faced with a long, hard wi 
ter. A report in ‘The Iris 
Times’’ on September 9, 
cribed the situation: 

‘The almost constant ra 
of the past few months, pa! 
ticularly along the e 
coast, has caused much spe 
lation as to the outcome 
the harvest. The majorit 
the wheat offered by farmer 
to the mills have been 
jected because -- of 
juality. The position ¥4 
described yesterday as § 
tremely grave. Even s! 
the weather show a consider- 
able improvement, yields ¥! 
be down.’’ 

If we do get any & 
weather, the Irish farmers 
will work late into the nie” 
to attempt to save the g! 
crops.

With 
regard to this, Dean Rowell 


stated that operating ex- 
enses vary at each college. 
The legislative approach is 
iifferent. In Vermont, sources 
f money are from tuitions 
and state funds whereas pri- 
vate colleges rely on endow- 
ments and tuition. Thus, a 
base tuition rate for 2 years 
{s proposed by the Board of 
Trustees which is comprised 
f members elected by the 
state in a majority and 9 
se] f-perpetuating members. 
This is ten set to the 
Legislature with a request 
for them to appropriate the 
greater sum of in-staters’ 
costs. Results of such action 
will be announced in January. 
Some students believe that 
it is unfair for out-of- 
staters to bear the burden 
of the increase. Dean King 
stated that it is unfortunate 
to place this load on then, 
but there is no other solu- 
tion. He emphasized that 
students from many parts of 
the United States are impor- 
tant and 


broad education. It keeps 
the state university from 
being provincial and also 
allows placement services 


throughout the country to be 
maintained. As he said, ‘No- 
body has ever wanted to get 
rid of out-of-staters. In 
fact, there should be more 
scholarship aid available so 
that students from all social 


economical brackets cap be 
represented.’’ Dean Harris 
agreed and further stated, 


“Every university wants top 
juality students and we want 
them too.” 

Dean McKee was optimistic 
about the change and said that 
it is the only soiution to 
the problem~ caused by the 
economical situation. He 
felt that students should 
realize this and be willing 

pay whatever good educa- 
tion costs, for as graduates 

an institution, they will 

e earning a greater amount 
than they ever invested. 

As Dean Clifford pointed 
it, “This is a local mani- 
festation of a need ttrat is 
stionally recognized. There 

no necessary relationship 
etween the tuition raise and 
ny rise or fall in out-of- 


tate enrollment.’’ ‘We are 
simply doing what everyone 
else is doing,” were the 


words of Dean Kidder. He said 
“the purpose is to raise 
faculty salaries, not to get 


$200 more out of ach stu- 
jent.’’ In agreement with 
these comments, Dean Kent 


admitted that, “there was no 
ther alternative.”’

Out of the starting eleven players, four re- 
One man is receiving an out of state full tuition 


scholarship, two others get Vermont state tuition scholar- 


ships, and the fourth man is enrolled here under the G.!. Bill, 
and thersfore needs only a partial scholarship. We play a 


seven game schedule. The starting els ven players on five of 
the teams we meet, not only receive free tuition---they also 
get room, board, books and laundry, -gratis. Seven of 
the men on the remaining two teams receive the same. The 


other four aren't as fortunate----they must pay for their own 


laundry and books. 


All of the Yankee Conference schools grant these ‘‘free 
rides'’ to their athletes. The Universities of Connecticut 
and Massachusetts boast of the huge amount of aid awarded 
their athletes. This season we play only one Yankon foe. 
This means thet we can only lose one game (Maine, 26-0), 
and thereby automatically qualify for the Beanpot basement. 
In order to be eligible for the Y.C. crown, we must play at 
least five league contests. As the football schedules are 
prepared three or four years in advance, | have leamed that 
in a few more years, the University of Vermont will once a- 
gain be playing a full Yankee program. In short, our athletes 
will be competing with other men financially aided to do the 
same job. UVM wil! become the Yankon patsy (if it hasn't 
already.) 


The University of Vermont awards a total of eight scholar- 
ships per year to athletes in all sports. Some years, that 
number is not reached. And remember, the most we give to 


any ore man is ful! tuition. Some receive only partial tuition 


aid. Is it any wonder that high caliber ballplayers go else- 
where? 
UVM can’t even compete on an equa! level! with our two 


state opponents. There are some good ballplayers in this 
state, but they refuse to play for their state’s University. 
And why should they, when they can get co free ride to one of 

institutions----with the state's money to 
Our football coach can promise nothing to a potential 
candidate; he can only a tuition 
scholarship. At the same time, either of the other school's 
coaches can safely promise free to choice play- 
ers. Until our administration realizes the fact that great ath- 
letes aren't inherited but sought after, we wil! continue to 
lose footbal! game cfter footbal! game.

What 
hes happened to the others? Unfortunately, and unknown to 
most, there appeor to be certain members of the faculty who 
oppose intercollegiate athletic programs. These instructors 
ore apathetic to the problems which the players face when 
they are unable to attend every class; travelling and giving 
their all for UVM. The Debcting team and similar groups are 
allowed to moke up work lost---- Why aren't the athletes? 

To cite on example of the administration's policy regarding 
the athletic program, should now like to disclose some in- 
formation received over the weekend--from o very reliable 
source.

the average under discussion 


is not a rushing aversge, but 
a pledging sverage. There 
is no ‘‘rushing average,"’ nor 


has there ever been one. In 
the second place, the pledging 
average is being estab] ished 
for the first time in the 
history of sororities on the 


UVM campus. It is, therefore, 
incorrect to say that this 
average is being lowered, 
since it has never before 
existed, 

The establishment of a 


pledging average means that 
in order to be pledged to a 
sorority during rushing, a 
girl must have attained 4 
12% scholastic average for 
the preceeding semester. The 
initiation average, not to 
be confused with the pledging 


average, has been for many 
years and remains 75%. As in 
previous years, 4 girl must 
have a 75% average to be 
eligible to receive an open 
bid. 


Panhellenic feels strongly 
that thia establishment for 
the first time of a required 
average for pledging is 4 
concrete step in the direc- 


tion of higher and sounder 
scholarship for sorority 
women. In this light, I am 


sure you will understand our 
dismay upon reading that 
Panhellenic had ‘‘lowered’’ a 
nonexistent ‘‘rushing aver- 
age.’’

he inter-Fraternity Council gives a cup to the 
howse” with the highest fraternity average and scho- 
astic achliewement. They set an average of 72% to be 
attained before a student may be accepted into brother- 
hood in any of the campus fraternities. The trouble is, 
that it takes two semesters for the majority of stu- 
dents to reach this average, and there are those who 
become classified as perpetual pledges. in fact, if 
ifC raised this oercentage, many students would have 
to drop ovt of fraternities because they lack this 
average to become ful! members. 

Many national fraternities have tried to remedy this 
situation by offering financial gains for the chapter 
with the highest average, or the individuals with the 
highest campus average, etc. Fred H. Turner, president 
of the National Association of Student Personne! Ad- 
miniatrators, says in an article in NEWSWEEK: "Frater- 
nity men are taking their spot on the campus more 
seriously. They know that it is getting more difficult 
even to get into college. They realize that if 4 su- 
perior type of student is coming along, they are going 
to have to offer a superior kind of fraternity.” Ano- 
ther problem is “de-pledging” by many students because 
they feel studies and fraternity do not mix. Houston 
Karnes. chairman of the National inter-fraternity Con- 
ference said: “Our insistence that scholarship is worth 
working for has a selfish motive. We want more of our 
members graduated from college.” He went on to say that 
the more successful graduates we have contributing to 
our society, the better the public relations of the 
entice fraternity systen. 

These men know fraternities and they stress educa- 
tion, and here is the starting point with these men and 
the national fraternities. The end point is here on 
this caspus. To build up an over-all average of a 
college, it has to begin in the fraternities and sorori- 
ties. Social life should be mixed with education, but 
there has to be 4 point where education becomes a |it- 
tle more important to the individual. All fraternities 
should strive to go beyond the school average, not 
only to boost their standing, but this school's ratings. 
iFC has a few resolutions on theiragenda which will go 
to improve this per cent system. Let us hope that the 
fraternities will see the light andgive IFC full co- 
operation.

_It seems to me that many 
ritics of Uwe “echo 
spirit’ fail to take int 
consideration two things 
the kind of pride and faith 
in one’s school which is 


appropriate for a college or 
university, a8 opposed to 6 
high school; and the nature 
of the genus Vermonter. 

To take the last point 
first, isn't it characteris- 
tic of this state, and there- 
fore of its university, to 
praise by understatement? 
What higher praise will a 
Vermonter dare to give to 
something which he is con- 
nected with than ‘not too 
bad’’? Surely even an out-of- 
stater must relish the integ- 
rity and amusing caution in- 
volved in this kind of praise, 
and, while he is a resident 
in the state and a memberof 
UVM, want people here to sound 
CITE what they are, rather 
than like Texans (unless, of 
course, they are Texans! ). 
During twelve years of teach 
ing here, I have often felt 
an unexpressed, inarticulate 
pride in the university 
indicated by the performance 
of fine students who scorned 
to do less than their abso- 
lute best--and that ‘‘best’’ 
I would be willing to stack 
up against the best work 
turned out by any under- 
graduate in any American 
university. You expect these 
people to yell unrestrainedly 
at a game before they are 
sure that everyone else is 
yelling? Why, they would 
feel as if they had left off 
some essential article of 
clothing. 

Surely you would not like 
to reduce UVM to a carbon 
copy of the ‘‘average’’ col- 
lege, whatever that is, or 
the movie stereotype of a 
college. Is not our silence, 
out understatement as dis- 
tinctive a hallmark of UVM 
as the true Harvard student's 
tendency to decry *“*school 
spirit’’ in the most obvious 
sense of the word is a hall- 
mark of Harvard? Both of 
these are kinds of school 
spirit--inverted kinds, if 
you dike. 

As to the difference be- 
tween high school and college 
"spirit," let me say that | 
think it a fine thing to 
have a rousing good time at 
a game. But surely if all 
enthusiasm for school is to 
be manifested on such occe- 
sions, we are remaining in a 
high school atmosphere. The 
senior student who feels that 
he can ask any question or 
voice any objection that 
comes into his head, confi- 
Gent thet his teachers wel- 
come vigorous, intelligent 
dissent--is he not mani fest- 
ing pride in his university? 
The upperciassman who die 
covers that ai first-class 
recommendation from his major 
department at UVM will win 
him a place in the finest 
graduate schools in the 
country--is he not proud of 
his wniversity?

Dr. Schumacher went on ¢ 
report on progress to date, 
pointing out the fact that 
noneof the so-called ‘‘causes’ 
or ‘‘cures’’ has been proven 
authentic. For instance, a)! 
attempts by other scientists 
to duplicate the cultivation 
of thebacterium, spirochetes, 


‘from the spinal fluid of Ms 


patients, as reported by a 
woman scientist a year ago, 
have been unsuccessful. Al1so, 
there has been no authentic 
report of a virus being the 
cause of multiple sclerosis, 
and it has been substantially 
vroven that the Russian vac- 
cine prepared from a culture 
of an encephalomyelitis virus 
has no curing powers whatso- 
ever. 

Moreover, Dr. Schumacher 
asserted, research in_ the

Parking 
Answer 


I would like to give Mr. 
Levison an answer to his re- 
quest for information. The 
suggestion that he has made is 
one that has been suggested 
to and considered favorably 
both by the University Board 
of Trustees and the Buildings 
and Grounds Committee of the 
University Senate. The idea 
of one-way traffic on College 
Row and on South Prospect 
Street between Pearl and Main 
was in the subject of a letter 
I sent to the Traffic Commis- 
sion of the City of Burlington 
under date of June 27, 1956 
with a follow-up to Mayor 
Cairns on September 9, 1957. 
It was also the subject of a 
letter sent by former President 
Borgmann in response to action 
by the Board of Trustees under 
date of December 21, 1956. 
Each of these requests was 
as follows: 


1. That one-way traffic 
moving south be es- 
tablished on South 
Prospect Street be- 
tween Pear] and Main. 


That one-way traffic 
moving north be es- 
tablished on College 
Row. 


3. That signs indicating 
school zone be erect- 
ed, limiting the speed 
to 20 miles per hour.

It had appeared to us at the 
University that this arrange- 
ment would help to alieviate 
the cross flow of traffic at 
Main and Prospect which is 
already badly congested and 
similarly the cross flow of 
north bound traffic at Pearl] 
and Prospect Street. The re- 
quest included a study of the 
possibility of traffic lights, 
both at the intersection of 
Main Street and College Row, 
and College Row and Pearl, 
synchronized with the exist- 
ing lights, in order that the 
traffic would flow regularly 
at all of these points and 
provide adequate opportunity 
for pedestrian crossing. 

I have not been informed of 
any official action being 
taken by the traffic Commis- 
sion or City Government on 
these requests, Informally 
the following reasons have 
been advanced against maring 
these changes: (1) the estab- 
istment of one-way traffic 
tends t increase the speed 
f travel; (2) signs indicating 
a reduced speed limit are not

The very fine editorial in 
a recent copy of the ‘*CYNIC’’ 
about fraternity scholarship 
has led me to write this 
article.

There was specula- 
tion that in the event of a revolt in Jordan one or 
several of the Kingdom's neighbor's - Nasser’s United 
Arab Republic, Israel, Iraq or Saudi Arabia might move 
in andset the whole mideast aflame. 


DEMOCRATIC VICTORY 


Last week it was evident that the Democratic victory 
was clear-cut and nation-wide, The Democrats swept to 
majorities approaching two-thirds in both houses of 
Congress. They wound up in command of almost three- 
fourths of the State Governorships, not withstanding an 
evident defeat in New York. 

The victory reflected dissatisfaction with the Repub- 
licans on several issues as the farm policy, the labor 
policy, the recession and a general lack of leadership 
in both domestic and foreign affairs. 

Fven in Vermont, a Democratic Representative, William 
Mever was elected, the first Democrat to beelected to 


a national office in 104 years.

‘In spite of everything, I 


still lieve that people are 
really good at heart."’ Thus 
spoke a young Jewish girl 
facing death, Yet it was 


challenged in the November 
13th issue of the VERMONT 
CYNIC by Mr. Peter Schoff- 
stall that the Diary of Anne 
Frank lacks depth, shocking 
power, psychology. and ‘‘gute’’. 
The critic wondered what 
caused a ‘tullabaloo” about 
this play and what about it 
catapulted Anne Frank into 
prominence as a German na- 
tional heroine. 

What those of us saw on the 
night of November 7th, was 
the story of a family, of 
people; of a girl, who even 
though immersed in the whirl- 
pool of a European tragedy, 
reaffirms her faith in man, 
wr. Schoffstall critisized 
a lack of depth in the Diary 
of Anne Frank; but this is 
far more than depth, it is 
‘Gdelkeith,"”’ @ quality of 
nobility. The terror which 
seems immanently to strike 
the Franks, the Van Daans, 
and Mr. Dusse] is sublimated 
in an enclosed world to pre- 
occupations with normalcy. 
But the underlying moment of 
the inevitable emerges from 
its lair in the sounds of 
running in the night, a 
girl's scream, and the tensions 
which promote petty bickering. 

Why were the ‘dashing 


moments of frivolity’’ and the 


avoiding of terror, with 
which Mr. Schoffstall finds 
fault inserted into the Diary 
of Anne Frank? The answer lies 
in the phychological back- 
ground of Jewish thought. 
Judaism is a religion which 
has no dogmatic view of an 
afterlife. Hence Jews are 
deeply concerned with life in 
this world. When the tradi- 
tional Jew awakes, he thanks 
his God for preserving him 
through the night. He blesses 


God's name when he observes 
the natural phenomena, He 
toasts his friends with ‘“’ 


Chaim.’’' (To life!) on festive 
occasions, and heprays to be 
inscribed in the book of life 
on the Day of Atonement. The 
Jews of the ‘Secret Annexe"’ 
were the products of five 
thousand, seven hundred and 
two years of history, through- 
out which the theme of life 
is inseparably intertwined, 
It is hard to imagine (and 
this thought is confirmed by 
the diary, by Otto Frank, and 
Ernst Schnobel in an article 
in Life, August 18, 1958) that

lf this type of system can operate successfully for a high 
school, it should be equally as successful for a state univer- 
sity. Mere in Vermont, the hest athletes do not attend their 
stote uriversity, but are lured to other more attractive insti- 
tutions. 


Since the scholarship program has been frustrated, perhaps 
this University could turn to the use of a ‘farm system.” 
This would require the cooperation of coaches all over the 
state, as the finest bal! players would be siphoned into the 
UVM gas tank. Our Director of Athletics could assume the 
title of State Athletic Coordinator, and our basketball, base- 
ball, and other coaches would take control of their respective 
sports. lt would then be possible for the University of Ver- 
mont to retain home grown athletes and put them to work for 
their state school. The question is then raised, ‘‘Wouldn’t 
other schools still be able to offer more?’’.... No! 


The University of Vermont has a high and respected aca- 
demic standing, more so than some of the big athletic institu- 
tions. Although the athletes would only be receiving free 
tuition, they would still be spored the added expense of travel- 
ing to and from schools located in the South, mid and far 
West. Furthermore, the majority of these schools award only 
tuition and board scholarships to their athletes. Here, we 
woyld still face the problem of board for the athletes. 


At the present time, only one fraternity on this compus gives 
boord scholarships to athletes. 


lf each of the other houses 
were to contribute one board scholarship per year, fifteen 
athletes would then receive free food. The problem of living 
accommodations is next on the list. If these fifteen athletes 
were allowed to work off their room obligations, this problem 
would then be eliminated. The University could create jobs 
for these men, such as concessions at ball games, testing 
service jobs, and maintenance work for the school. 
an intradormitory laundry service could be set up.

Under this proposed set-up, the University of Vermont could 
easily obtain fifteen athletes per year. The total cost to the 
University would be $4,500 per year. That seems like little 
enough to pay for top notch teams.

two for cross country-track, and one each 
tennis Gnd skiing. 


Currently, the University can award a maximum of eight 
scholarships per year. !f the number is raised to fifteen ful!

Phi Sigma Delta realizes 
its responsibilities in this 
matter and accepts’ the 
punishment as completely 
justified, We hold no malice 
against any University 
official and do not as a 
matter of policy condone the 
incident to which the 
punishment was directed.

On January 19, the University 
of Connecticut, led by the re 
tum of Al Cooper to the lineup, 
defeated the University of Ver 
mont, 82-69, at Storrs, The Hus- 
kies’ Yankee Conference record 
at that time was 5-0 while Ver- 
mont sported a poor 3-4 record, 

In the first half, the Cata- 
mounts puilt up a 7 point lead 
behind the floorshooting of 
Clyde Lord, Bob Kuchar and 
Frank Giordano, With four min- 
utes to go in the first half, Coop- 
er entered the game and proceed- 
ed to pour 25 points through the 
hoop in 24 minutes. Cooper had 
just recovered from a fractured 
wrist and had previously played 
atotal of 22 minutes, With’Coop 
er in the game to control the 
boards and Jack Rose leading 
the fast break, the Huskies piled 
up a big enough lead so that 
Vermont never really threatened 
in the second half, 

The only thing that kept Ver 
mont anywhere in contention with 
the UConns was the Cats’ ex- 
cellent floor shooting. The 
Huskies, with a 6°5’* average 
under the boards, were able to 
control the rebounding against 
a shorter Vermont club. High 
for the Catamounts was Clyde 
Lord with 23 points. Frank 
Giordano had 12, Charles Isles 
had 13, and Bob Kuchar had 12. 

This loss put Vermont in next 
to last place in the Yankee Con- 
ference standings. 

The Hoopsters dropped a 73-71 
decision to the University of 
Massachusetts in a tight game 
played at the winner’s court on 
Saturday night, January 31. The 
Catamounts dropped their fifth 
Yankee Conference tilt in eight 
starts,

Massachusetts pul- 
led the same trick last week---also by one point. We lost two 
games to the Redmen. The away score was 73-71, while the 
Burlington game went 74-73. Maine beat us twice, Both 
games were lost by two points. IF we had just one big man to 
compete with our opponents’ towering height, we might pos- 
sibly have won those four gomes, giving us a Yankee Con- 
ference mark of 8-2 (instead of our 4-6 record), and putting us 
in a dead tie with the UConns for the top rung. A playoff 
would then ensue, the winner to represent the ‘‘Beanpot’’ 
schools in the NCAA post season tourney. 


But, as is well known, we don't have the really big man or 
‘*g00n"’ as otherwise called. 6'4'" Bob Gallagher is our tall- 
est rebounder. Bob deserves a great deal of credit, as does 
every man on the UVM five, for the greot job being done un- 
der the boards. Ani it is great, when you stop to think that 
our opponents’ rebounders average 6'7"" or so; and that’s 
pretty tall.

The kind of volunteer wrk 
involved will include social 
wrk in institutions such as 
mental hospitals, schools for 
the retardedgand qrrectional 
institutions; other types of 
jobs will consist of partici- 
pation in work-camp programs, 
“internes in industry’’, and 
general community service 
work. 

These programs will 
participants from all parts 
of the ontinental United 
States and from such foreign 
countries as Mexico and 
France. The purpose of this 
type of a program is to help 
young adults to understand 
and live with one another and 
to break down the stagnating 
force of unreasoning prejudice

lems. In many of the jobs, 


the volunteer will also attain 
an invaluable insight into 
how to wrk with and serve his 
fellow man. In sum, the pur- 
pose of this program is to 
help young sdults to gain 
education towards the goal of 
being a good citizen. 

The work is completely 
voluntary in basis and mone- 
tary remuneration is at a 
minimum. There are some cases, 
however, where scholarships 
are given. The program, how- 
ever, is set up in such a way 
so that the participant will 


draw great personal benefits | 
from what he does, which more 
than makes up for lack of 
salary. 


The person in charge of in- 
forming the UVM student body 
of warious programs of this 
sort is Mr. Smalakis who is 
also in charge of COSA.

Rifle Team Has

The University of Vermont 
Varsity Rifle Team completed 
one of the most successful sea 
sons in recent years last week- 
end by finishing second in the 
NECRL Northern Group Shoot. 
The season opened on a rather 
inhappy note as New Hampshire 
dropped the Cat shooters by a 
score of 1414 t 1381. UVM 
started the yer with only three 
men back from last year’s var- 
sity. The other seven positions 
were filled by sophomores and 
transfer students and it was 
feared that the lack of exper 
lence would hurt the team, How- 
ever the men worked hard in 
practice and were awarmied with 
a victory over Maine’s Yankee 
Conference Champions, the 
match being decided by a 6 point 
standing advantage for UVM af- 
ter a 1397 to 1397 tie.

Miller, who is also Executive 
Secretary of the Vermont Demo- 
cratic Party, agreed with Re- 
publican Buckley that the UVM 
ski team could stand a boost of 
some sort, and called the Uni- 
versity’s greatest ski needs

hill.’’ 

**The lack of a good jumping 
area has kept the University 
from sponsoring its own ski 
meets,’’ Miller said, ‘‘Needless 
to say, the University of New 
Hampshire and the state univer 
sities of other skiing states 
don’t have such limitations on 
their programs.”’ 

The UVM coach called the 
Suggested development of the 
Teardrop area on the west side 
of Mt. Mansfield ‘‘a great idee,”’ 
and said that such a develop- 
ment would provide UVMwith a 
good training area close enough 
to its campus to permit afternoon 
training. 

Buckley, speaking Tuesday 
before the St. Albans Rotary 
Club, suggested that the state 
subsidize the University in

jazz that highlighted

The opening set, ‘Django 
was named Record of the Year 
in 1957 by several jazz 
critics.

Lane Series Presents 
Lamoureux Orchestra 


On Wednesday April 6, the 
Bishop Lane Blue Series will 
present the Lamoureux Orches- 
tra of Paris, under the di 
rection of the well known 
Russian conductor, Igor Mar 
kevitch. The orchestra, tour- 
ing America for the first 
time, will appear in 27 cities 
juring the relatively short 
period of 35 days. 

The Lamoureux Orchestra is 
unique in that it is com- 
pletely self sufficient; it 
is run and supported by the 
musicians themselves. While 
it is in its native home 
Paris--it performs only on 
Sundays. The players are not 
full time musicians; they 
support themselves by other 
means. They play only for 
love of music, and the money 
that each member makes in a 
year from the orchestra it- 
self amounts to barely $100.00. 

This orchestra has constant- 
‘ly crusaded for modern music. 
In 1887, with the memory of 
the Franco-Prussian War still 
lingering in 
mind, the Lamoureux presented 
the French premier of Wanger’s 
Lohengrin; The conductor,

as any group I have yet met.A 
|few, as might be expected, 
thought that picketing Wool- 


lworth’s was an unfortunate 
lincident. Yet it was sur- 
prising to find so many who 


did not criticize picketing, 
leven when it was pointed out 
|that their store might have 
lbeen the one picketed. All 
jadmit that @ boycott is very 
leffective, and all agree that 
the problem cannot be under- 
lstood by those in the North. 
lfhey feel that, since Vermont 
lis so far removed from areas 
lof admitted segregation, the 
ipeople of this area will re- 
|main apathetic concerning the 
lsituation. These managers and 
jassistant managers, I believe, 
lare close to being unanimous 
lin the idea that students at 
|UvM can help to fight segre- 
gation. All they ask is that 
the students use reason and 
that they act fairly. Although 
it is obvious that these men 
do not wish to antagonize 
University of Vermont stu- 
ldents at this time, I believe 
|that they are sincere, and 
would be willing to cooperate 
;with students in any way they 
could. 1 note that the peti- 
tion to bring expelled stu- 
dents to this University was 
shown to all those inter- 
viewed. I hope to discuss the 
petition fully after an inter- 
view with President Fey con- 
cerning it.

The last selection, Ber 
lioz’ Symphonie Fantastique, 


was a fitting and magnificent 
climax to the concert. This 
was Berlioz’ first acclaimed 


work, falling near the start 
of the romantic period, and 
is experimental. It was par- 


ticulariy experimental at the 
time when it was written, 
employing for the first time 
strong emotional build ups and 
climaxes, and also, @SI ecially 
in the fourth movement, 4 
vibrating, pizzicato, effect. 
The orchestration in this 
work is massive, complex and 
mangificent, and places heavy 
demands on any orchestra,

and told me how giad he was that I wanted to find out, 


first hand, about Cuba and her revolution. We discussed 
this situation for another ten minutes, and then got on 
to my immediate problem. He said at the moment, since 


there was unemployment in Cuba, any available jobs would 


go to those Cubans who were unemployed. He also told me 


though, that his government was instituting @ SuUutneT 
program for those students who wished to visit Cuba. 
For $70 a month, the students would be placed in surener

Also, if {| should encounter any problem, I 
should call ham immediately, and he would do whatever 
he could.

UVM Receives 
Grants 


The Board of Trustees of the 
University accepted just 
under a quarter of a million 
dollars in gifts, grants and 
scholarship funds at their 
meeting here recently. The 
Board acknowledged $142,000 
in research grants, $72,000 
in gifts, and $21,000 in 
scholarships fund ear-marked 
for individual students. 

Included in the gifts was 
a $30,000 addition to the 
Sceva Speare Fund, established 
toward construction of phase 
three of UVM’s medical build- 
ing program, Mr, Speare, a 
Nashua, N.H., merchant has 
pledged $50,000 to the fund, 
The University also received 
$24,000 from the estate of 
Mrs. Lois C. Isham for the 
establishment of the Clark 
and Edward S. Isham Trust 
Fund. Mrs.Isham was the 
widow of Edward S, Isham, 
class of 1889, treasurer of 
the Burlington Savings Bank 
at the time of his death in 
1937. 

The gift total also included 
an additional $4,518 from the 
Estate of Mrs. Shirley Farr. 
UVM has previdusly received 
about $150,000 from Mrs, 
Farr’ s estate.

Three schools, a hos} ital, a baby clini and a dental 
clini all of which are free have been built. For the 
children, there are spac 1ous f Layground and recreation 
centers run by so ial workers. 

As most of the work for all this has heen voluntary, 
the only real expense 15 for the materials. For instance, 
the houses are largely pre-fabricated, and have been 
constructed for leas than two thousand dollars apiece. 
As soon as a certain number of homes were completed, 
families began moving in on the basis of the poorest 
first. They receive free outright ownership to these 
homes, with thet only expense being for the mainte- 
nance.

Upon receiving his discharge 
from the Coast Guard in the 
latter part of 1945, he went 
with the Benny Goodman Organi- 
gation. At this time he rec~ 
orded his first jazz sides 
under his own name for Savoy 
Records. These were acclaimed 
as milestones in modern jazz. 
With Stan Kenton in *46 and 
‘47, Kai's name took @ new 
prominence through his fea- 
tured work on Kenton’s ‘‘Art- 


istry in Rhythm’ series. **The 
Trombone Sound’’, created by 
Kai, stayed on with the Kenton 
band, after he moved on to 
the Charlie Ventura All-Star 
Sextet, and finally to his 
own group. ‘The Downbeat”’’ and 
‘\Metronome’’ annual polls 
show Kal as consistently among 
the top three trombonists from 
1947 through the present. 

From late 1949 through early 
1954, Kai combined two careers, 


with his own jazz group he 
played some of America’s tor 
rooes. With sidemen such as 


Gerry Mulligan, Max Roach and 
George Wallington, he opened 
‘Bop City’’ and was a regular 
feature at ‘Birdland’.

Ae the beg! ] f eact semester all freshman and 
sophomore male students are subjected to the Couzen's 
Test. The fairness of this test as a basis for exempting 
students from the physical education program has been 
questioned Dy many 

The individual is subjected to four tests. The "“obsta- 
cle course” is used as a relative index of oordination 
and agility. The broad jump gives an indication of body 

ordination and leg power. Both the bar snap and the 
4ip shows arm and shoulder power. The student Ss given 
three attempts and his best mark in eact event is re- 

rded. Grades are determined in a relative basis. The 
aad idual's height and we ght are also recorded. 

This series of tests has beer determined over a period 
\f many years to be the most efficient way of exempting 
students from the phys . education program. At pre- 
ant men must be eliminated from the program for two 
reasons: ack ¢ facilities and minimum staff power. 
This test also gives the various physical education in- 
«tr tors ar pportunity t measure an individual's per- 
formance through a per 4 of four semesters. it also 
affords an addit nal facet for grading. Those students 
ws fa ; take the Couzen's Test are penalized five 
5 ‘ their f » grade

tive’’ was a pejorative label then 
and no one wanted to be stuck with 
it.) 

What can be said, however, with 
some accuracy, is that during the 
past year, conservative students 
have come to life, The new con- 
servatives are not disinterested 


kids who maintain the status quo 
by political immobolity, nor are 
they politically concerned but com- 
pletely inactive sideliners.
